In response to applicant's argument that Keeley and Mclnerney do not teach or suggest all of the elements of the claims, and thus that 
no prima facie case of obviousness has been established, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 

In this case, Keeley's system provides a development system that allows application programs to be developed in the environment of a 
complex operating system. Where his system select the only modules (development files) those are needed to build the particular 
operating system (See the Summary) and further as indicated by the applicants on page 14 in the Remarks that Keeley is directed 
toward software development system including a modular operating system (OS) program having a plurality of modules each providing 
an OS operation that may be claeed by an application program. Mclnerne/s system discloses dependency model in software 
development environment and further as indicated by the applicants on page 15 in the Remarks. It is noted that the rejection clearly 
points out where the combination of Keeley and Mclnerney teach the claimed features and why it would have been obvious to combine 
their teachings. Specifically, the rejection points out that the motivation to "tracing dependencies in a dependency model correlating to 
the source operating system that uses the SDK objects to identify SDK objects corresponding to development files that are required to 
support the identified features" would be to provide efficient programming techniques. Applicant only makes general allegations of 
improper prima facie case of obviousness has been established. Therefore, the rejection is proper and maintained herein. 
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
